HIGH-TECH VISION

I nnovative plans to 
transform East London 
into ‘one of the world’s 
great technology 
centres’ have been unveiled. 

In a major boost for 
the Council’s work to 
transform the 2012 Press 
and Broadcast Centres 
in Hackney Wick into 
a creative hub, the 
Government announced 
plans that support this 
vision. 


Following years of 
campaigning by the Council 
to develop a new centre 
for the digital and creative 
industries in the borough, 
the Government indicated 
the media centres would 
be the prime site for such 
investment. 

The success of cutting edge 
businesses already thriving 
in Hackney, which have 
led to the area around Old 
Street being dubbed ‘Silicon 
Roundabout’, has created 
the ideal environment to 
attract big names including 
Google, Facebook, and 
Vodafone. 


Mayor of Hackney, Jules 
Pipe, said: “Hackney is 
already the creative heart 
of London, with one third 
of our businesses working 
in those industries. This 
announcement reaffirms 
our aims for the Press and 
Broadcast Centres and 
certainly endorses our long- 
held vision that the centres 
can be a catalyst for wider 
investment into the borough 
and East London, with the 
potential to create thousands 
of new jobs. 

“We will continue our 
work with partners including 
the Olympic Park Legacy 


Company to ensure we can 
secure this vital employment 
legacy from the 2012 
Games.” 

Speaking during a visit 
to the borough earlier this 
month, Prime Minister 
David Cameron said the 
Government wanted to 
harness the creativity 
of Shoreditch and the 
possibilities of the Olympic 
Park to help make East 
London ‘one of the world’s 
great technology centres’. 

He added: “There are 
now over 100 high-tech 
companies in the area. 
Combine that with the 


possibilities of the Olympic 
Park. Just a few Tube stops 
away, there’s the potential 
for nearly one million 
square feet of flexible office 
and research space which 
technology companies could 
expand into.” 

The Press and Broadcast 
Centres will be home to 

20.000 media during 
the 2012 Olympic and 
Paralympic Games, reporting 
to a global audience of 
around four billion. The 

900.000 square feet of 
flexible space will remain 
after the Games and is 
designated for employment.

T HE Council has 

teamed up with The 
Dogs Trust to offer 
free chipping worth 
£25 in a bid to reduce the 
number of strays picked up 
in the borough. 

The procedure involves 
inserting a rice grain-sized 
microchip under a dog’s 
skin. The chips can be read 
through a scanner and 
tallied with owner records 
used by the Council’s 
Animal Warden Service. 

The Council has a legal 
responsibility to pick up 
stray dogs and provide 
kennelling for up to a

week. Of the 145 strays 
picked up since April, 
only 21 were chipped. It is 
hoped chipping will help 
the service return more 
lost dogs to their owners, 
reducing the pressure on 
local animal services. 

Cllr Sophie Linden, 
Cabinet Member for 
Crime, Sustainability and 
Customer Services, said: 
“The Council is embarking 
on this micro-chipping 
programme in order to 
encourage responsible dog 


ownership, and to reduce 
the number of stray dogs 
picked up in the borough. 
Losing a pet can cause 
distress to both the owner 
and to the animal, but stray 
animals also put pressure 
on local services, and 
can be dangerous if left 
to roam.” 

The first event was set to 
take place on 12 November 
in Clissold Park. Two other 
events will be held on 27 
November, llam-4pm, 
at Butterfield Green, 


N16, and 4 December, 

1 lam-4pm, at Well Street 
Common, E9. Dogs Trust 
staff will be on hand to 
offer low-cost and free 
neutering vouchers; 
free basic dog training; 
and general advice on 
ownership. More events 
are planned for 2011. 

Micro-chipping is just 
one of a number of ways 
in which the Council aims 
to promote responsible 
dog ownership in the 
coming months.

Fair funding 


In my last message, I explained my great concern about the 
impact the Government cuts could have on Hackney. 

Over the past two weeks, I’ve been using every opportunity I 
can to urge the Government first and foremost to provide further 
grant funding to boroughs such as Hackney, or at the very least 
reconsider how they phase the cuts so that the Council, and 
other councils across London, can better manage their impact 
and protect the vital services we know our residents rely on. 

When the Chancellor announced the cuts as part of the 
Comprehensive Spending Review last month, councils were 
told theirfunding would be reduced by an average of seven per 
cent each year for the next four years. 

However, as the details behind the announcement became 
clearer, it appeared the cuts to council grants will not be spread 
evenly, butthatthe majority will be made in the first year. This 
could mean a reduction in funding to Hackney of more than 
£50million next year. 

The Council had been planning to make savings of £26million, 
which would have been enough to cover the grant cut of seven 
per cent originally announced. This would have been difficult, 
but the Council would have been able to protect front-line 
services from the effects of this first year’s grant reductions. 

The financial situation is made worse in areas such as Hackney 
as we are losing additional grants we had previously been given 
to tackle specific problems of economic and social inequality. 

On behalf of residents, I have spoken in person to the Secretary 
of State for local government - Eric Pickles - and I have also 
written several letters to get clarification on the level of cuts, and 
I am awaiting a response. 

I have also been urging the Government to rethink the cuts to 
housing benefit which could lead to many large families having 
to move out of central London boroughs such as Hackney, as 
they will no longer be able to afford their rent. 

The impact of these cuts could result in a large numbers of our 
residents being placed under huge financial pressure to move to 
outer London or beyond in search of cheaper accommodation. 
The consequences wouldn’t end there - many children could 
be uprooted from their schools, and their parents possibly have 
to quit their jobs and look for work elsewhere if their new home 
is too far away to travel to their existing employment. 

I will continue to lobby Government and work with colleagues in 
other authorities to ensure the most deprived areas of London 
receive a fair settlement. Most of all, I will be continuing to 
work to minimise the impact of these Government grant cuts 
on our residents, and the protection of Hackney’s vital frontline 
services will always remain the Council’s absolute priority.

L eonard 

Stevenson, or Len 
as his friends call 
him, knew that 
volunteering as a ‘special’ 
with Hackney police was 
right up his street, from 
the moment he stepped out 
on his first patrol in 1979. 

But it’s fair to say that 
joining the Metropolitan 
Police’s Special 
Constabulary wasn’t 
his intention when he 
telephoned the force 3 1 
years ago. 

Len, who grew up in 
Hackney and still has 
family in the borough, 
laughs as he recalls: “I 
was working in an office, 
and wanted something to 
brighten up the walls. I saw 
an advert for the ‘specials’, 
so I phoned up to ask for 
some posters. Then I got 
a call thanking me for my 


application! At the time, I 
thought ‘how can I get out 
of this?’, but I decided to 
give it a go, and I’ve never 
looked back.” 

Special Constables 
volunteer for at least 1 6 
hours a month, and work 
alongside regular police 
officers. They wear the 
same uniform; have the 
same responsibilities; and 
enjoy all the variety that 
policing has to offer. 

After more than three 
decades Len - who now 
works in facilities support 
at a law firm - has a host 
of remarkable stories to 
tell. He says: “Back in the 
late 1970s and early 1980s, 
there weren’t many black 
police officers. In Hackney 
illegal drinking clubs were 
springing up, mainly visited 
by young black men. 

“I worked undercover - 
with plain-clothed police 
women accompanying me, 
posing as my ‘hangers on’ 

- to look around and spot 
obstacles or hidden dangers 


that the police needed to 
be aware of before raiding 
the clubs.” 

Picking his most 
memorable shift is hard 
for Len, as there have 
been so many. But he says: 
“Patrolling Charles and 
Diana’s wedding in 1981 
was probably the most 
memorable. 

“I was working along 
the Mall, on the procession 
route to Buckingham 
Palace, and there were 
people with cameras 
everywhere.” 

And did he see the Royal 
couple? Len adds: “I was 


about two metres away 
from them.” 

He also chuckles when 
he remembers falling out 
of a police van 20 years 
ago. The driver started the 
engine thinking Len was 
safely strapped inside. 

He explains: “I went to 
my mum’s house to get 
cleaned up - she lives just 
around the corner. She 
patched up my trousers, 
then I got back in the van, 
and back on with the job.” 

We go on to discuss the 
work that Len is most 
proud of. He says: “I was 
off duty one day, shopping, 


when I saw a house on 
fire. I remember asking 
a neighbour if she knew 
whether anyone was in the 
house. She said that she’d 
seen the children come out, 
but not the mother.” 

Len found some 
members of the public 
who could keep onlookers 
calm, and went upstairs to 
see if anyone was in 
the house. He located the 
fire, and went down on all 
fours to avoid the worst of 
the smoke. 

He recalls: “I saw what 
looked like a body. I got 
closer and realised it was 
a woman. I managed to 
drag her out, and the Fire 
Brigade arrived shortly 
after. They told me that, 
had I not gone in, she 
would have died.” 

Len’s work in the 
community has earned him 
several commendations, 
and he is an integral part of 
Hackney police. He works 
for around 500 hours each 
year - well above the hours 


required, but his employers 
support him by giving him 
time off to attend training 
and other important 
events. 

This year, Len was 
recognised for his long 
service at a ceremony 
at New Scotland Yard 
last month. 

He adds: “If someone 
were to ask me about 
joining the specials, then 
I would say it’s not like 
‘The Bill’! But if you want 
a challenging, exciting and 
rewarding opportunity, 
then volunteering with 
the police is a great way 
of putting something back 
into your community.”

Q: What happens to all the autumn leaves that the 
street sweepers have been busy clearing? 

A: Every autumn and winter around two tonnes of leaves 
are cleared from Hackney’s streets each day. 

They are taken to the Council’s waste transfer station 
in Millfields Road, Clapton, and emptied into a large 
container. Once full, it is taken to London Waste’s 
composting facility in Edmonton. 

The compost is reused on the borough’s parks and green 
spaces. Residents can recycle leaves from their gardens 
through the Council’s Brown Bin collection service or 
compost them at home by buying a subsidised bin.

A NEW course is offering advice on healthy living and 
preparing for work - aimed at Hackney parents whose 
first language is not English.

Bright Lights, Big City - A Musical

Music, fashion, rhetoric, there’s no reason 
why 1980s literature can’t be reheated too. 

Jay Mclnerney’s Bright Lights, Big City was 
one of the best yuppie nightlife books from 
that era: successfully tapping into overblown 
and vapid excess through the eyes of a 
frustrated New York novelist, crippled by 
depression. 

Now imagine that as a musical. 

The response is ‘giggle’ because you’re 
not sure what to do when 1 0 people sing 
and simulate sex a few feet from your face 
or another croons about dying from a life- 
threatening disease. It’s like having a full body 
massage and laughing uncontrollably, not 
because the act itself is funny, but because 
you don’t know what else to do and there isn’t 
a social convention for when a stranger rubs 


your inner thigh. For one reason, it’s a lack 
of personal space and with such an intimate 
venue there’s a lot to be invaded. 

Toe tapping numbers and funky voices from 
the female contingent do their best to keep 
this play afloat, even if a lot of the original 
story and heart is lost in translation. 

But this is the problem: it’s hard to take 
anything seriously when accompanied by 
song and dance - maybe the point is you’re 
not supposed to, buy the ticket, enjoy the 
sleazy subway ride. 

In all honesty, whether such bleak literature 
works on stage accompanied by up-tempo 
routines is debatable - picture ‘Catcher In The 
Rye’ or ‘Trainspotting: A Musical’. Actually, 
that’s not such a bad idea.

Meningitis 
warning 
for winter

ESIDENTS are 
being reminded to 
look out for the 
signs of meningitis 
this winter - and be wary 
of flu-like symptoms. 

The risk of the 
potentially fatal disease 
spreading increases during 
the colder months, when 
people are more likely 
to stay indoors in close 
contact with family and 
friends, so germs spread 
more easily. Immune 
systems can also be 
weakened by seasonal 
colds and flu. 

Babies and children 
under five are most at risk 
of meningitis, with over 
half of all cases occurring 
in this age group. However 
meningitis can affect 
anyone at any time. 

As a result, the 
Meningitis Trust has 
launched an iPhone 
application, which can 


be downloaded from the 
charity’s website, which 
helps identify symptoms. 
They also run a 24-hour 
helpline and publish free 
information leaflets. 

Sue Davie, the Trust’s 
Chief Executive, said: 
“Meningitis can be a 
difficult disease to spot, 
particularly at this time of 
year when many of its early 
symptoms can be similar to 
those of flu. 

“We urge everyone to 
familiarise themselves 
with the symptoms; trust 
their instincts; and get 
urgent medical help if 
concerned.” 

Warning signs include 
fever with cold hands and 
feet, vomiting, headache, 
stiff neck, dislike of 
bright light, muscle pain, 
drowsiness and confusion. 
There may also be a rash 
that does not fade under 
pressure from a glass. 
Around 2,500 cases of 
meningitis are reported in 
the UK annually, with 10 
per cent being fatal and 15 
per cent of sufferers left 
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helpline; (inset) some of the symptoms ot tne illness 


with severe after effects 
such as brain damage, and 
hearing and sight loss. 

The Meningitis Trust 
also offers free services and 
a network of community 
workers to support those 
affected by the illness.

Rail. Parts of the reserve 
have been designated a Site 
of Importance for Nature 
Conservation (SINC). 

Despite its small size, 
the reserve contains 
between five and 10 per 
cent of Hackney’s mature 
woodland, including 
hybrid black poplar, 
ash, and wild cherry. 

The reserve is also 
important because of 
the presence of the plant 
Good King Henry - once 
a common vegetable used 
like asparagus and spinach, 
but now an endangered 
species. Bird life includes 
great spotted woodpeckers, 
jays, song thrushes and 
house sparrows. 

In 2002, residents 
formed the East and West 
Bank Nature Reserve 


Group to help the Council 
and Network Rail with the 
management of the reserve. 

Volunteers clear away 
litter and invasive plants, 
and plant native trees, 
shrubs and flowers to 
increase biodiversity and 
provide good sources of 
food for insects, birds and 
small mammals. The group 
meets on the first Sunday 
of every month - except 
next month when they 
meet on 12 December - 
to carry out jobs such as 
planting, pruning and fence 
mending.

A LOOK at the 

1870 Ordnance 
Survey map of 
the area between 
East Reservoir, in Stoke 
Newington, and Stamford 
Hill shows that much of 
the land was then still 
undeveloped. 

Farmland ran up to the 
gardens of elegant villas 
and mansions in Stamford 
Hill, many with their own 
large ponds. But things 
were about to change. 

Just two years later the 
Great Eastern Railway 
branch line from Liverpool 
Street to Enfield cut a 
swathe through the rural 
peace and quiet, with new 
stations at Stamford Hill 
and Stoke Newington. 

By 1894, not only had 
the pleasant gardens gone, 


but most of the villas 
too, with the few that did 
survive being transformed 
into tenements and 
workplaces. 

New roads had been laid 
out and the fields, gardens, 
and ponds, were swallowed 
up by a still-spreading 
residential suburb. 

Today, the bricks and 
mortar and tarmac of 
Stamford Hill appear to 
have totally overwhelmed 
any traces of wilderness 
and wildlife. But along the 
sides of the railway that 
originally brought so 
much change to the area, 
one of Hackney’s hidden 
nature reserves can 
be found. 

The East and West 
Bank Nature Reserve 
takes its name from the 
two roads flanking 
the railway between 
Dunsmure Road 
and Stamford Hill 


rail station in Amhurst 
Park, and consists of two 
2,000 metre-long strips of 
woodland separated by 


the Holmleigh Cutting.

The Mayor and Councillors 


Councillors are elected by Hackney 
residents and serve for four years. 

The last borough elections were in 
May 2010. 

Councillors have a range of 
responsibilities, including helping to 
oversee the Council and its services. 
They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local 
representative and ask them to take up 


issues that may be of concern. 
Generally they can help with Council 
related matters, but if the issue is the 
responsibility of another person or 
organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and 
tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors 
representing areas called wards - 
illustrated in the map opposite.
